For one thing it will convince many young men that the 
armed forces may’ be the last organization they should consider 
joining, voluntarily or forcibly. We would not be too surprised if 
enlistment rates drop, at least among the more intelligent and aware 
candidates.

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REFERENDUM RESULTS: 
(A) PATHETIC 


Now that the final write-in ballot is in and the 
referendum results tabulated, we are happy to report to 
you the decisions made by the minority of the college 
community (about 30% of the people eligible to vote 
actually voted on the referendum proposals.) 


The most mportant and 
controversial issue in the 
referendum, changing the college 
from the quarter to semester 
system, was passed with 60% of 
the participants in favor of 
change. However, 4% of the 
votes were write-ins advocating a 
dual system be established... 


From the cut policies, the 


unlimited cut policy which left 
attendance as the students’ 
responsibility was the only one 
which was passed. This policy, 
however, would also make the 
student responsible for making 
up all classwork and assignments 
on days missed. 

The faculty soundly defeated 
both of the parking proposals, 
but the student vote was 
sufficient to pass both proposals. 
This would give the student 


court sole authority in parking - 


matters and abolish most of the 


restricted parking areas. 

The need for more 
counsellors was recognized by 
both the faculty and students, 
who passed this proposal by one 
of the largest margins. This 
would provide that the county 
legislature should be required to 
provide more counsellors on 
campus. 

All three proposals on the 
bookstore were passed, with the 
proposal that bookstore policy 
be ade tormine ds byes 
student-faculty bookstore 
committee comprised of an 
equal number of students and 
faculty, ‘was. the proposal 
receiving the lowest number of 
votes from both groups. The 
other two proposals were to 
shift the profit emphasis from 
textbooks to clothing and other 
related items and to expand the 
bookstore in time, space and

services (to include newspapers, 
contemporary paperbacks and 
used books). 

The proposal on the FSA was 
passed by one of the lowest 
margins. The proposal stated 
that there should be an equal 
number of student and faculty 
(administrators) as directors of 
the FSA. 

The faculty voted down the 
proposal that students should 
have complete control of 
student activity funds and fees, 
but again the student vote 
brought the total above a 
majority in favor of _ this 
proposal. : 

Both groups passed the 
proposals on student evaluation 
of faculty by approximately the 
same margin. This would provide 
evaluations committees be set up 
to evaluate instructors not on 
continuing appointment and 
those on continuing 
- appointment. .

issues, the grievance committee 
makes the following proposals to 
the administration to be put into 
effect immediately : 


1. That the college. -be 
separated under two separate 
systems, the quarter system for 
non-transfer curriculums and the 
semester system for transfer 
oriented curriculum. This is to 
be established at the earliest 
possible convenience. But no 
later than September 1972. 

2. That a policy of unlimited 
cuts be adhered to, make the 
students responsible for class 
_attendance and making up all 
classwork and assignments on 
days missed. 

3. That student court*should 
have sole power in all matters 
concerning faculty and student 
tickets and that there should be 
no restricted parking area, other 
than for Doctors, the school 
nurse, handicapped individuals 
and the President of the college. 

4. That the county legislature 
be requested to provide more 
counsellors, starting with the 
Fall Semester of 1971. 

5. That profit emphasis 
should be shifted from 
textbooks to clothing, mugs and 
related items resulting in lower 
book prices compensated for by 
the higher prices in other areas 
such as clothing. ‘ 

6. That the bookstore policy 
be determined by a student 
bookstore committee comprised 
of equal numbers of Faculty and 
Students. Decisions of the 
committee would be carried out 
by FSA. This committee would 
assume policy powers of FSA. 
This committee is to be 
established by the fall semester 
of 1971. 


t 
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7. That the bookstore should 
be expanded in time and space, 
and to expand its services to 
include newspapers on a daily 
basis (such as N.*Y. Times), 
contemporary paperbacks, used 
books, etc. This is to be 
accomplished by the Fall 
semester of 1971, with the space 
requirement being adhered to 
with completion of construction 
of the new Student Center. 

8. That there be an equal 
number of student and faculty 
(administration) as directors of 
the F.S.A. (the number of 
faculty and administrators 
together should equal students). 
This should be accomplished by’ 
the Fall semester of 1971. 

9. That the students be given 
complete control of student 
activity funds and fees by no 
later than the fall semester of 
1971. 

10. That evaluation 
committees be established in 
each department (comprised of 
students, department colleagues 
and the department chairman,) 
to evaluate those faculty who 
are *not ol, continued 
appointment. The annual 
evaluation will be based upon: 

1. Student evaluation forms 
(distributed each term) 
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2. Recommendations of 
department colleagues, and 

3. Recommendation of 
department chairman. 

11. That evaluation 


committees be established in 
each department (comprised of 
students, department colleagues 
and the department chairman) 
to evaluate those faculty 
members who are on continued 
appointment and offer their 
suggestions to said individual in 
a closed meeting. 

Both proposals 10-and 11 are 
to be carried out by the Fall 
semester of 1971.
